own Tempers, and to ſtop when and where *tis well; for as the 
one would be too eaſie and indulgent towards the Gaudy part 
of the Church of Rome, which in proceſs of time might be of 
very dangerous Conſequence; ſo the other would be carrying 
on the Lord's Work of Reformation, till they had deſtroy d 
all Charity, as well as broke down all Windmills that were 
built with Vanes, in the manner of a Superſtitious Croſs ; ſo 
that which has been, may be; and therefore as the Preſhyte-
